This money 
will nearly all go for wages and 
salaries, therefore will be kept in 
the channels of active trade.

. Tauch larger than the entire ex- 
ports of the country for the ofi- 
eal year ending June 30 last, 


third billions. It is more than 
double the entire borrowings of 
the United States during the four 
years of the civil war, estimated 
at three billions. 

The exports of less than five 
billions of American products dur. 
ing the last fiscal year brought 
with it an era of. unprecedented 
prosperity in the entire nation. 
But the capitalists got more than 
their share. of profits. They were 
doing unrestricted trading with 
the governments of the allied na- 
tions of Europe and the prices 
charged were high, compared with 
the distribution of wages. 

Instead of profits of fifty per 
cent on single turnovers of capi- 
tal, the government is limiting it 
to ten per cent, and the differ- 
‘ence will go to the producers of 
raw material, to day wages and to 
salaries—which means there will 
be general distribution of the lar-| 
gest sum of money ever put into 
cireulation at one time by any 
country in the world.
